Jap Jingo Nonsense. 


A 


FUNNY editorial appeared recently in a 
Japanese newspaper, the Tokyo Yorodzu. 


It had an absurdity for its text—that the Unit- 
ed States is a militaristic nation—and proceed- 
ed to elaborate it by as complete a misconcep- 
tion as could well be imagined. Said this in- 
teresting article: 


"America has a standing army of 250,000-— 


some statistics rut the number at 2SO.OOO—and 
these are maintained at the state's expense. Be- 
sides these, each state has its national guard. Just 
as all the lords throughout the country kept their 
froops. besides 80,000 direct, retainers kept by the 
Shogun. in the days of thf. Tokugawa Shogunate in 
Japan. America toda,y has a huge' army scattered 
all over the federal states, besides the 
250.000 


troops 
of 
the 
federal 
government. 
Moreover. 


America's reserves constitute 27 divisions. As one 
division consists approximately of 20.000, the total 
of the reserves reaches 540.000. 
The 
American 


Legion throughout, the country is also ready to 
serve with the American colors in time of emer- 
gency, and its members are never 
forgetful 
of 


military training. 
It must also be mentioned that 


Each American university has a department for the 
training of officers. 
It is true that this system has 


been in force for the past thirty years, hut since 
America's entry into the late war greater encour- 
agement has been given by the government to all 
schools to have such departments." 


Of course the figures are all twisty-ways. 


The 280,000 of our. standing army dwindle to 
125,000 enlisted men and a few thousand offi- 
cers in view of the latest military appropria- 
tion bill. But the actual misrepresentation of 
figures is the least part of the general absurdity 
of this editorial. What will give Americans the 
biggest laugh is the importance 
which 
the 


Japanese editor solemnly attaches to the vari- 
ous auxiliary army organizations he has listed. 


The reserve of 27 divisions, for instance, 


seems to the gentleman away off there in Tokyo 
a threatening and sinister 
fact. 
Americans 


know that this reserve is only a paper skeleton 
without flesh, blood, or bones. Its members are 
all in civil life, when they have any existence 
at all. Were all our "reservists" called to the 
colors tomorrow there would result a 
collection of shavetails and higher officers with- 
out even enough privates to supply orderlies, 
and the whole outfit could probably be trans- 
ported-in ".wo special trains. They have 
no 


arms, no training except what some of them 
haven't forgotten of their world war experi- 
ences, and no equipment except the officers' 
own uniforms. 


Then our "huge army scattered all over the 


federal states"—the national guard ! Here and 
there, perhaps, in some few states like Wiscon- 
sin that take a special interest in the guard, 
there is an occasional unit that is recruited up 
to full peace strength. But for the most part 
the national guard has not a great deal more 
reality than our 27 divisions of reserves. 
In 


most states the guard is a purely ornamental 
establishment, 
half-manned 
or 
less, 
half- 


equipped, starved by meager appropriations, 
and officered by favored politicians who don't 
know "squads-right" from the flag-staff. It 
isn't so in Wisconsin, it happens, because this 
state has a non-political tradition in the guard 
which it lives up to, thanks to an adjutant gen- 
eral of conspicuous ability and responsibility. 
But in most other states the "huge army" of 
our Tokyo friend is a sure-fire laugh. 


And so on down the line. It is true that 


many of our young men have had military train- 
ing and experience in the world war—as have 
many young men elsewhere in the world. But 
it so' happens that war experience 
does not 


make militarists out of Americans. 
Most of 


them learned in the world war to hate war 
with an abiding and vicious hatred. They would 
fight if the country needed them, no doubt. 
But if anybody can imagine them hunting 
trouble, he must have a keen imagination and 
the faculty of totally disregarding facts. 


The funniest part of it all, probably, is 


that this accusation of militarism comes from 
a country where conscription rules, where every 
young man must spend a certain period of his 
'vouth in military training. How curious is 
"jingo psychology, that can see in the paper or- 
ganization 
of this 
country 
a 
militaristic 


menace, and can forget its own conscript stand- 


ing army. 
'. 


We will never know how the human race comes 


cut until it is over.
